Wright explained that grading of 
an area about seven acres

easily provide a landing strip for 
small planes such as those used in 
the county now. 
Supervisor Vera Schultz

solution, and the board approved it 
4 to 1. Supervisor George Whiteley 
'voted NO with the observation that 
"we don’t need airports any more 
than we do golf courses."

"Let’s not antagonize the rail­ 
road” was the theme song that 
provided the grand finale at the 
Sausalito city council meeting 
last night. 
A bitter exchange of words 
between counci Imen and audi- 
ence came at the end of a long 
meeting, attended by a full 
house, and marked by a display 
earlier 
of 
surface 
cordiality 
among feuding councilmen. 
The hot potato came when 
boat builder Herb Madden ask­ 
ed if the council was aware that 
the Sausalito tidelands bill, pass­ 
ed by the assembly and pending 
before the Senate, was being 
amended to include a portion of 
land that Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road had once used as a ferry ter­ 
minal. 
He charged that it would “antag­ 
onize the railroad" and seriously 
interfere with present city-chamber 
of commerce negotiations with NWP 
to obtain their property from the 
old ferry slip to Johnson street for 
a future civic center. 
Madden referred to a bill which 
would grant to the city the state’s 
interest in tidelands north of the 
NWP ferry slip over the Madden 
and Lewis fill to Railroad avenue. 
The amendment would include a 
200 foot wide by 500 foot long sec­ 
tion at the southerly end of Rail­ 
road avenue from portal to an area 
near Humboldt street. 
VALUABLE PORTION 
Mayor Sylvester McAtee described 
it "as perhaps the most valuable 
portion included in -the bill because 
it is about the only section on dry 
land and an Ideal place for a civic 
center.” 
! * 
Referring to a title search he had 
made on the property, the mayor 
said "The railroad company never 
had a deed to it, Just a resolution 
from the city council giving them 
an easement on the specific condi­ 
tion that it be used as a ferry ter­ 
minal I feel that the city can re­ 
assert its ownership of that land.” 
Later in the discussion the mayor 
angrily declared, "I think we’re try­ 
ing to give away all our waterfront. 
\ think we’re making ourselves ridic­ 
ulous by going to Sacramento and 
being worried about the sensibilities 
of the railroad company. We’re act­ 
ing like a lot of scared rabbits and 
letting the railroad make us jump.” 
PREVIOUS PROTEST 
McAtee had previously differed 
with other councilmen on the sub­ 
ject of giving a 35 year lease at a 
stipulated rental to Madden and 
Lewis for the tidelands on the basis 
that conditions are too uncertain to 
tie the city up for that lengh of 
time. 
By a three to one vote, with mayor 
dissenting, the council voted to 
wire local representatives to ask the 
legislature to delay passage of the 
bill until the council decides on its 
position. George Keeney was absent. 
Ehlen predicted that the action 
would result in the entire bill "land­ 
ing in the legislative waste basket." 
Earlier in the meeting, the coun 
cil had deceived letters from the 
Sausalito Woman’s club and Sau 
salito Citizens Council protesting 
the 35-year lease with Madden.

SACRAMENTO — Marin Senator 
Jack McCarthy won a victory in the 
Senate Finance committee yesterday 
afternoon which for the time being 
kept alive a portion of his Golden 
Gate bridge legislative program. 
The committee approved much- 
amended SB 558, McCarthy f, bill to 
put the bridge in the state liighwmy 
system, unanimously moving the 
measure to the floor of the senate It * 
was scheduled for vote there this 
afternoon. 
Passage by the senate was consid­ 
ered likely as the full body seldom 
refuses to pass a bill approved in 
committee. It would then go over to 
the Assembly for consideration a 
place where McCarthy expects major 
opposition and where observers pre­ 
dict it will be killed in committee. 
Yesterday’s committee 
approval 
followed further amendment of the 
proposal. Several days ago McCar­ 
thy, in an effort to solidity support 


behind thè bill, had linked it by 
amendment to SB 559, a bill through 
which the state would take over all 
liabilities of the bridge from the 
bridge district 
McCarthy accused 
Yesterday morning the Senate 
Transportation committee, with only 
McCarthy opposing, voted to table 
SB 559, The action killed that bill 
for the remainder of the session. SB 
558 does not relieve the counties of 
liability. 
With the companion bill dead, Mc­ 
Carthy had to amend cut of SB 558 
the Unking portions, which would 
have made inclusion of the bridge 
in the state system contingent on 
the state assuming all liability. Oth­ 
erwise 558 would have been dead too. 
This legislative action brought a 
charge from the bill’s chief op­ 
ponent, San Francisco's Senator 
Gerald O Gara, that McCarthy was 
"wriggling." He charged the Marin 
senator with attempting to by-pass 


opposition to the bill through par­ 
liamentary maneuvering. 
The battle yesterday afternoon, 
unlike the morning session, was 
strictly a two-man show. Only Mc­ 
Carthy and O’Gara testified. The 
San Francisco senator attempted to 
amend the bill to include a variety 
of other provisions, but they were 
not acceptable to the committee. 
McCarthy was obviously pleased 
by the vote. He predicted, "It wil 
pass when ft comes out on the floor 
of the Senate " 
O’Gara was non-commital: "Any­ 
thing can happen on the floor," 1» 
said. 
t 
James Adam, lobbyist for the 
bridge district who was in the small 
audience, declared, "They just want­ 
ed to soften the blow. McCarthy had 
a bad one this morning (defeat of 
SB 559). They just took it easy on 
him this afternoon; it doesn’t mean 
anything.” 


Meadow club of Fairfax yesterday 
agreed to pay a higher water rate 
in the future, but in return it is to 
receive a $16,000 cash fund and a

The efabfcsifctef rate, which has 
been the subject of three law suits 
and innumerable verbal attacks, was 
included with the other terms in a 
new lease negotiated with the water 
district and announced at a meeting 
of the district last night. 
Previously, the chib paid 12 cents 
for every 100 cubic feet of water 
used, whereas homeowners, orphan­ 
ages, Arequipa and 
San Quentin 
paid a starting rate of 23 cents for 
their water. 
Under the terms of the new lease, 
the club will pay the 23 cent rate 
which decreases with the volume of 
water used. Water District Presi­ 
dent Thomas Kent estimated the 
Fairfax club would pay about 18 
cents for every 100 feet of water 
consumed 
"because 
they use so 
much.’’ 
„ 
• 
The cash fund, which Kent ap­ 
proximated at $16,000 represented 
the difference between the water 
rate paid by the Meadow club and 
that paid by other users. 
HELD IN ESCROW 
It has been held in escrow for the 
last five years following a suit filed 
by Attorney Wallace Myers which 
attacked the club’s rate as being 
"preferential." The funds were held 
pending the outcome of the court 
action. Since then two suits against 
the district have been dismissed and 
another is awaiting a court hearing. 
But under the lease, the $16,000 
will be returned to the Meadow club 
to cover a portion of the con­ 
struction of a $35,000 sewage dis­ 
posal system,” Kent said. 
He added that the disposal system 
will serve both the Meadow club 
and several acres of* undeveloped 
lands owned by the water district 
in the area but not used by the 
club. 
The final provision, a 47-year- 
lease for the dub to use the water 
district property until 
March 31, 
2000, was granted "to protect the 
capital investment of the club...” 
The new agreement was introduc­ 
ed yesterday for the first time at 
a public meeting and with a mini­ 
mum of discussion from directors. 
It had been worked .out by Samuel 
Gardiner, attorney for the 
water 
district, with Philip A. Kennedy, at­ 
torney 1er the dub. 
Director L. L, Stanley seemed to 
sum up the attitude of the board 
when he remarked, "Now we’ve all 
discussed this and It seems to be 
all right.” 
The board voted un­ 
animously to accept the lease.

Yesterday’s freak ¿fccident which 
brought death to a 22-year-old San 
Francisco hod carrier was the elev­ 
enth traffic death on Marin county 
highways this year, the California 
Highway Patrol office in S$n Rafael 
reported today. 
Donald I. Urban was killed in­ 
stantly at 12:25 p. m, yesterday when 
a dual tire weighing almost half a 
ton broke loose from a trailer of an 
oncoming truck, crashing Urban’s 
southbound sedan just south of the 
railroad overpass near Carte Ma­ 
dera intersection. Highway 101. 
Urban was employed as hod-car- 
rier by his brother-in-law, DeWayne 
Archer, a San Francisco contractor 
specializing in fireplaces. About noon 
yesterday, he was enroute frpm one 
Job in Greenbrae to another in Mill 
Valley when the accident happened. 
Urban leaves his widow Ann and 
a three-year-old son Donald, both 
jn San Francisco. Funeral arrange­ 
ments have not yet been announced. 
The car was crushed so badly that 
Urban’s head rested on the back 
seat while his feet were still at the 
foot pedals, the highway patrol re­ 
port«!. 
Two Mill Valley residents, driving 
behind Urban’s car, narrowly escap­ 
ed the crash by swerving right. They 
were identified as Mrs. John Blondin 
of 37 Hillcrest and Reginald Hurd of 
386 East Blithedale.

Passed yesterday by the Senate 
was SB 733, a proposal to ban out­ 
door advertising signs along land­ 
scaped freeways.

Lot Sizes Approved 


Thirteen months of opposition, 
bickering and compromise in regard 
to the resoning of west Novato were 
concluded yesterday when the board 
of supervisors voted unanimously to 
approve the reroning plan for the 
area. 
This means th at approximately 
2,150 acres in the partially developed 
and agriculturally rich lands are 
zoned for lots of 30.300 square feet 
or more in size, with the exception 
of the ranch belonging to Manuel 
Pimentel which will he developed 
as a “planned community** or P-C 
district. 
The new zoning ordinance elim­ 
inates "7 A00 square foot lots, formerly 
permitted as minimum in the area 
except for two previously approved 
subdivisions, Walnut Park and Mill­ 
wood Terrace. 
A minimum lot size of 20,000 feet 
was designated for the northwest 
portion of area abutting West No­ 
vato boulevard, for the hilly area 
south of but not contiguous to In­ 
dian Valley road, and the property 
lying west of the Pimentel ranch.

The 620 acre Sanchez ranch at the 
west of the area inquestian was 
dropped from the rezoning petition

PROPERTY VALUES 
Proponent* of the rezoning argued 
that the property values in the area 
would be enhanced by the larger lots 
which would invite the building of 
larger type residences, and that the 
spacious rural atmosphere which has 
attracted many to Novato would be 
better preserved. 
The “planned Community** idea 
which was accepted yesterday by the 
board of supervisors as an addition 


to the subdivision ordinance pro­ 
vides that “P-C districts may be es­ 
tablished for parcels of undeveloped 
land which are suitable for, of suf­ 
ficient size, and can be developed 
for a “Neighborhood.” Subdividers 
ramtt present a master plan of the 
P-C districts for approval of the 
planning commission setting forth 
all neighborhood units including 
sites for schools, parks, public and 


qua si public uses. Under the provi­ 
sion Ipts may be as small as 6,000 
square feet per single unit or 8,000 
square feet per double unit provid­ 
ing that the qyer all plan meets 
with the approval of the planning 
commission. 
The Freitas “Home Ranch" just 
north of San Rafael has also been 
designated as a P-C district, by the 
ordinance addition.

Lobbyists Are Useful, Needed 
When They, Solons Are Honest 


Withholding of lobbying credentials from 
. Arthur H. Sam h and George H. McLain by 
the su te legislature has little or nothing t© 
do with the realties of their activities. 
) They will continue to operate mainly from 
hotel rooms which they do anyway. The lack 
of credentials will not deter one single senator 
or assemblyman from paying a call there if 
he has a mind to. 
Lobbv ing itself u a necessary part of our gov­ 
ernment as it exists today. Solons cannot pos­ 
sibly be expected to investigate and make up 
their minds on all 5500 bills before them. They 
couldn't even read them all. Advantage of a 
lobbyist is to inform legislators regarding 
bills in which they are interested. 
Trouble comes when the lobbyist abuses 
this real service; when instead of giving infor­ 
mation and trying to affect legislation with 
facts and figures, fie tried to influence it with 
entertainment, privileges, threats, gifts or even 
money. 
Any PTA member going to Sacramento to 
express her opinion on a bill, any supervisor 


or city councilman in the capitol with the 
same intent, is lobbying. James Adam oI the 
Golden Gate fridge board, regardless of his 
obpection to the term, is a lobbyist and is so 
registered in Sacramento. 
The League of California Cities has a lob­ 
byist, so do the Merchants associations, the 
chamber of commerce, the labor organizations, 
and thousands of other groups, firms and even 
individuals. 
The vast majority are honest, 
hardworking men and women. 
When we see the legislature refusing to 
grant Samish and McLain credentials, it ap­ 
pears only a declaration that here are two men 
who are not to be trusted with the rights of a 
lobbyist 
This does not solve the problem. The prob­ 
lem will not be solved until the Senate and 
the .Assembly find a way not to cleanse the 
lobbyists, but to police their members so well 
that attractions offered by Corrupting lobbyists 
will not distract them from the principal busi­ 
ness, that of passing good legislation for the 
* most, irrespective of its effects on the few. *

NATO Comment. 


It was ineviuble that any American officer 
who succeeded General Eisenhower as Supreme 
Allied Commander of military forces in Europe 
»should have a few cards stacked against him. 
• Eisenhower had a jovial mood, an infectious 
tgrin, a velvet glove, and had pronotinced diplo­ 
matic qualities as he endeavored to urge West­ 
ern European democracies to develop their 
»armed strength against Communism. 
General Matthew B. Ridgway, his successor, 
is “all soldier." He is strictly business, rather 
.‘inelastic, personally a bit aloof or even a bit 
gruff. Rather disturbing reports from Europe 
^indicate that in his direction of the 14-nation 
{North Atlantic Treaty Organisation alliance 
lie is esteemed as a potential wartime com­ 
mander-in-chief. But he is so different person­ 
ally from General Eisenhower that the whole 
NATO project is getting chiefly lip service. 
Various European newspaper writers are 
taking pot-shots at Gen. Ridgeway s aloofness 
from what might be celled the social amenities, 
his disinclination to name European officers to 
his personal staff in lieu of Americans, and such 
things. 
«**• 
To be sure, the tension, now’ beginning to 
come out fiom under wraps, may be part of 
Russia’s campaign to drive wedges and under­ 
mine allied plans. .As a matter of fact a lot of 
firmness, even with no sociable and jovial fac­ 
tors as lubrication, may be necessary' to make 
the whole NATO idea effective. 
Gen. Ridgway as a fighting soldier in Korea 
made a commendable record. The Europeans

respect him as a military leader, and the way 
things keep happening in Europe some top- 
notch military attributes soon may be more 
needed, whether preferred or not, than diplo­ 
matic suavity. 
After all, our State Department has plenty 
of soft-talking gentlemen in all European capi­ 
tals—men able to balance a teacup or a conver­ 
sational hot potato with consummate s k i l l . 
Hence one may properly withhold judgment on 
Gen. Ridgway*s personality traits in view of 
some of some urgent military requirements 
across the Atlantic. 
These are his mission. General Pershing was 
not a hail-fellow-well-met either, but he got his 
own job done.

John P. O’Connell, Veteran* of Foreign 
Wars district commander for New York, has 
issued a proclamation to the 600 VFW posts 
under his command calling on veterans to read 
their newspapers thoroughly for a b e t t e r 
understanding of public affairs.

“Many of our veterans,” Commander O'Con­ 
nell said, “are missing vitally important facts 
and items which are thoroughly presented in 
our newspapers. Too many veterans are care­ 
lessly reiving upon television and radio to 
adequately place before them the full news and 
enable them to make decisions required of 
citizens.” 
The VFW commander is right. And many 
non-veterans also are guilty of the same type 
of irresponsible laziness.

While the refusal of the legisla­ 
ture is a light slap on the wrist 
for the two top performers, the 
lack of a credentials card cant 
hamper the activities of either, for 
the simple reason the card is only 
permission to represent clients be­ 
fore Senate and Assembly commit­ 
tees, 


SAMISH OR McLAIN. either one, 
can appear before the committees 
as a private citizen. Both of them, 
being old and seasoned in the art 
of secdfing votes froqa legislators, 
rarely show up at the Capitol. 
Both maintain headquarters in 
Sacramento hotels. They are vio­ 
lating no laws if they happen to 
invite legislators to visit them in 
their suites. 


Although there are more lob­ 
byists than legislators in Sacra-’ 
mento, the Senate and Assembly 
apparently consider Samish and 
McLain the two members of the 
profession who are most open to 
the public eye. Therefore, they have 
selected them as the “whipping 
boys” for the several score repre­ 
sentatives of California’s special 
interests who dally throng the halls 
of the state Capitol, the lobbies of 
the hotels, and the leading bars 
of Sacramento. 


THE TROUBLES of Samish are 
well-remembered in California. He 
gave an interview to a national 
magazine, in which he said he 
controlled the California legisla­ 
ture. While the statement might 
have been true at the time, the 
fact that Samish talked about it 
caused a great hue and cry. A 
special legislative session which 
banned him “forever,” and subse­ 
quent denials of credentials. The 
“forever” ban was invalid to be­ 
gin with, for subsequent legisla­ 
tures are not bound by any such 
action. 


McLain's troubles stem from the 
antipathy of some legislators to 
his policies in representing 
the 
old folks of the state. McLain has 
been militant in demanding big­ 
ger and better pensions, and has 
not hesitated to go to the people 
of the state when unable to con­ 
trol the legislature. 


UNFORTUNATELY, the legisla­ 
ture’s policy of holding Samish 
and McLain up as horrible exam­ 
ples of lobbyists, does nothing to 
solve the lobbying problem in Sa­ 
cramento. It is just as bad today, 
or perhaps worse, as it was when 
Samish gave forth with his now 
famous national interview. 


Many legislators, discussing the 
problem, claim it is 
unsolvable. 
They see no change in the age­ 
long policy of 
special 
interests 
sending representatives to Sacra­ 
mento to look after those special 
interests. Tfiey say that under a 
democracy, this is not only the 
right, but the obligation of the 
interest involved. If lobbyists are 
not around to inform them on 
the laws under discussion, how 
are they to know what kind of 
laws to adopt? 
i 
ACTUALLY, control of lobbying 
could be effective through adop­ 
tion of a law making it a felony 
for a candidate fc; office to re­ 
ceive campaign contributions from 
a lobbyist or organization hiring a 
paid “advocate.” This would free 
candidates from 
the legislature 
from any obligations 
for 
cam­ 
paign funds. 


But it is doubtful if the legisla­ 
ture would consider going that 
far.

Are you a nonresident of Califor­ 
nia? 
A nonresident is: 
<1) Every individual who is in 
the State for other than a tempor­ 
ary or transi- 
tory purpose; 
and <2> every

Every indi­ 
vi dual who

Peter J. Wikel 
aggregate more than nine months 
of the taxable year within the 
State shall be presumed to be a 
resident. The presumption may be 
overcome by satisfactory evidence 
the individual is in the State for a 
temporary or transitory purpose. 
Any individual who is a resident of 
this State continues to be a resi­ 
dent even though temporarily ab­ 
sent from the State. Every individ­ 
ual other than a resident is a non­ 
resident. 
Nonresidents are taxed on all in­ 
come from sources within the 
State.

the sale of such property. Intangi­ 
ble personal property has a busi­ 
ness or a taxable situs in this State 
and the Income therefrom is tax- 
abTe to nonresidents if the prop­ 
erty is pledged in this State as 
security for the payment of in­ 
debtedness or is employed in con­ 
nection with a business, trade or 
profession carried on in this State. 
If a nonresident is a member of 
a partnership or a beneficiary of 
an estate or trust, his income from 
sources within this State includes 
the distributive share of the in­ 
come of the partnership or the in­ 
come from the e&tkte or trust to 
the extent the income of the part­ 
nership or the estate or trust Is 
derived from sources within this 
State, or to the extent the distribu­ 
tive share includes income received 
by reason of the death of a dece­ 
dent.

WASHINGTON (JP) - Tidelands 
is the familiar but wrong name 
for *the long-standing dispute be­ 
tween the federal government and 
some states over ownership of the 
oil-rich land under the water off 
the coast. 
The Republican-controlled Con­ 
gress is hurrying to carry out 
President Eisenhower’s campaign 
promises to give these lands to 
the states. Congress will give them 
a big chunk, but not the whole 
pie. 
The government hasn't chal­ 
lenged the states’ ownership of the 
tide land, that part of the shore 
between high and low tide. Tim 
Supreme Court ruled 108 years 
ago they belonged to the states. 
, 


THE DISPUTE has been ever 
ownership of those submerged 
lands extending seaward from the 
low water mark to the edge of 
the continental shelf. 
The American continent slopes 
seaward—as much as 200 miles 
off the Atlantic Coast, 135 miles 
in the Gulf of Mexico—from the 
water’s edge till it drops off in 
the ocean deeps. This long slope 
is the continental shelf. 
There is oil in the submerged 
lands in the Pacific off California 
and in the Gulf of Mexico off Lou­ 
isiana and Texas. The fight over 
ownership of the submerged land 
began to boil in the mid-1930s 
when it became dear from ex­ 
ploration that the oil reserves in 
the gulf were very rich. 


THE FEDERAL government and 
the states both wanted the rev­ 
enue from the oil. The govern­ 
ment argued this revenue should 
be for the benefit of all the peo­ 
ple of the United States, not for 
just the residents of a few states. 
The states claimed ownership of 
the submerged lands as part of 
their “rights,” some of them claim­ 
ing ownership rights going back at 
least Into the 19th century. 
There was another factor: Since 
oil reserves are a vital part of 
national defense, the government 
protested it should have full con­ 
trol of the submerged lands for 
future need. 


T w i c e , Democratic-controlled 
Congresses—i» 1946 and 1952— 
voted to# give the states at least 
part of those submerged lands but 
former President Truman killed 
the idea with a veto. 


AND THREE TIMES—once in 
1947 and twice In 1950—the Su­ 
preme Court ruled three states— 
California, Texas, Louisiana—did 
not own the submerged lands. The 
court did not say the federal gov­ 
ernment owned them but did say 
it had "paramount rights” in them. 


m view of that ruling, the states 
could not get the lands unless 
they were given to them by Con­ 
gress. The court had said there Is 
no limit on the constitutional 
power of Congress to give away 
U.S. property. 
Last week the House voted to 
give the states ownership of at 
least a part of the submerged 
lands. And the Senate, now debat­ 
ing a similar measure, is expect­ 
ed to approve it next week.. 
The two houses would give the 
states the submerged lands off 
their coasts out to a limit of three 
miles, at least. This means they 
could keep the royalties from the 
oil from within that three-mile 
boundary. 


FOR SOME STATES — ptrttcu- 
iarly Florida and Texas — the 
limit would be farther out in the 
sea. Those two states claimed a 
10 -mile limit long ago with more 
or less congressional approval at 
the time. 


But the House and Senate mea­ 
sures are vague in spots and that 
will probably mean more years of 
battling in courts. Some of the 
main supporters of this “tlde- 
iand” measure 
in the Senate 
frankly admit they don’t know 
how far out to sea some states 
might be able to claim ownership 
on historic grounds. 


The bouse and Senate would let 
the government have what the 
states cant claim, although the 
Senate measure doesn’t say what 
thé government should do with its 
share of the submerged lands.

Harold T. Johnson (D., Roseviiie) 
with 28 of the 38 other senators as 
co-authors—enough to assure Sen­ 
ate passage if the Finance Commit­ 
tee sends it to the Horn. It would: 
Withdraw state support for classes 
in physical education, dancing, first 
aid and civilian defense. 
Limit adult courses to the basic 
state aid of 8120 per unit of average 
daily attendance (ADA). 
Deny state school funds for prison 
courses. 
Interest In the hearing was so 
high that Lt. Gov. Goodwin J.

Reorting on a meeting with repre­ 
sentatives of the State Division of 
Highways which cannot use its 
funds for the stop, the letter stated 
that highway officials raid it was not 
necessary to let out bids for the stop 
at this time. 
Commenting on the “adverse pub­ 
licity” the city has received on this 
matter. Scurfield suggested that 
•The Independent - Journal and its 
editorial writers should check their 
facts and not engage in mental gym­ 
nastics implying that Sausalito does 
not like to cooperate with the rest 
of the county and be progressive ” 
He said he would “like to see a bus 
atop up there, but the question has 
been raised aa to whether the city 
can legally invest money in a free­ 
way . . . ” He suggested that it 
might be possible to approach the 
Public Utilities Commission with a 
request to have them tell Greyhound 
to put a bus stop at the Bpencer- 
Monte Mar interchange 
Mayor Sylvester McAtee aeked if 
the formation of the committee 
"commits the city to working out a 
plan In any event for a bus stop,” 
but there was no answer.

Planning Co mmi s s i o n e r Carl 
Spring said that the service road 
would ultimately be dedicated to the 
city.

A revised 
refunding 
ordinance 
adopted by Marin Municipal Water 
district last night» provides for a 
service connection charge and cuts 
the refunding period to subdividers 
to five years. 
The ordinance becomes effec­ 
tive May g. 
After that date a 
charge wifl be made for each new 
water service connected to a dis­ 
trict water main or 
pipe. The 
charge will vary from S3* to $62 
according to the sise of the con­ 
nection. 
Also, under the «vised ordinance, 
subdividers will continue to pay for 
the extension of water pipes to their 
new tracts. But the district will re­ 
pay them for this work by refund­ 
ing one* third of all water bills col­ 
lected in the subdivision over a fire 
year period. 
Previously, the one-third payment 
had been made over a 10 year 
period. This agreement ras criti­ 
cized by some members of the board 
as being unfair to bther water users. 
The ordinance was approved over 
the objection of Hoard 
President 
Thomas Kent who insisted “you’re 
confiscating the property of some 
people for the benefit of others in 
the district.” 
But director Robert Herrup re­ 
torted with the belief, “At least we’re 
making some refund for the work 
whereas 75 per cent of the other 
districts in California don't make 
any refund at all.”

A small wooden storage shed and 
its entire contents of 128 old bat­ 
teries burned to the ground near 
Gete 5 of Marinship last night, tak­ 
ing an estimated ton of 1100, county 
firemen reported today.

He 
said the bill “would not harm" the 
program, but that by transferring 
the finances from the education de­ 
partment to the department of cor­ 
rections the “true costs” ot the pro­ 
gram could be determined and a 
substantial amount saved. He said 
the schools would continue to con­ 
duct the program on contract rather 
than through state average daily at­ 
tendance support. 
McCarthy call«! the bUl “good 
business” and said that if the state 
had “more bills like this we wouldn’t 
need so much money in taxes," 
Although no names were an­ 
nounced of those who had requested 
time to speak in opposition to the 
bill, a number of Marin residents 
were included. Some were individ­ 
uals, others represented the schools, 
and still others represented Marin 
County Federation of Teachers, 
which has been actively campaign­ 
ing against the proposal. 
The bill now moves to the Senate 
Finance committee for consideration 
of its financial aspects. If it is ap­ 
proved there it will go to the floor 
of the Senate for consideration of 
the fuH body.

LIVER TO YOUR LIKING 
Pork, Beef Liver Are Best 


Buys For Price, Nutrition 


By JUNE MACLURE 
Marin Home Advisor 
Pork and beef liver are some of 
the best buys on meat counters to­ 
day if price and nutritive value are 
considered. 
Pork Hver is an especially good 
buy because it is higher in iron than 
other livers yet usually lowest in 
price. Liver offers excellent protein, 
rates high in vitamin A, niacin and 
riboflavin, has no bone and little 
other waste. Its tram of copper help 
its iron build red blood—so do its 
high quality protein and the B12 
vitamin, recently discovered. 
Liver, with its delicate texture, I 
may be spoiled by cooking too long 
or at too high a temperature so that 
it comes to the dinner table tough, 
dry, dark—and unappetizing. Prob­ 
ably the most important rule for 
tenderness and fine flavor is: Don’t 
overcook. Use moderate temperature 
and cook just long enough so that 
the red color disappears. Liver is a 
protein food, and proteins toughen 
with too high heat and too long 
cooking. 
Overcooking also darkens liver 
and makes the flavor stronger. Also j 
important is careful preparation be­ 
fore cooking. Remove the thin cover­ 
ing or bits of membrane which are 
even tougher when cocked. Season­ 
ing counts, too, with such flavorful 
foods as bacon, ham, onion, celery 
or tomato, 
Pork liver may taste best if scald­ 
ed first — that is. boiling water is | 
poured over it and drained off to 
lessen strong flavor. Then it may 
be pan-fried quickly, braised or used 
in'combination dishes. Some persons | 
like liver in delicately flavored com- | 
bination dishes, as with rice, pota­ 
toes, mushrooms: others prefer it 
with highly flavored foods such as 
onions, green pepper, toinato, of 
highly-seasoned sauces. 
If liver is scalloped with patatoes, 
it is a good idea to use cooked po­ 
tatoes so the liver will not cook 
too long. Or insert the thinly sliced 
liver into a casserole after the other 
ingredients are partially cooked. For 
those who have not yet developed a 
taste for plain liver, here is a com­ 
bination dish to be served with hot 
tomato sauce. Spanish sauce or chili 
sauce. 
LIVER AND RICE LOAF 
Ingredients to serve five or six 
are: 
% cup rice 
4 cups boiling water t 
1 pound sliced liver 
1 small onion, chopped fine 
^ tablespoons fat 


1 cup chopped celery 
U cap chopped parsley 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cup cooked or canned tomatoes 
2 teaspoons salt 
To make: (took the rice tender in 
boiling water but do not drain. Let 
the rice absorb the water to acquire 
the texture that helps hold the loaf 
together. Wipe the liver with a damp 
cloth. (Scald pork liver.) Sprinkle 


liver with salt and flour and cook 
in skillet about three minutes. Cook 
onion, celery and- parsley in the 
drippings a few minutes. Add flour 
and tomatoes and stir briskly until 
thickened. Then mix all ingredients 
untQ thoroughly blended Form into 
a loaf on parchment paper or silver 
foil and {¿ace on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. Bake about 30 minutes 
in a moderate over <350 degrees F.)

ROME, Italy (By Mail) — Sun­ 
day was a “red-letter’* cay for the 
farmers of Italy, because on that 
day the Pope gave a special bless­ 
ing for them, and for their crops of 
the coming months. 
Fanners from all over the country 
were there, some with their lunch 
baskets, some with tiny suitcases. 
In their best Sunday-go-to-meetin’ 
suits—many looking as though they 
had been purchased before the first 
world war, but all as sincere, as de­ 
vout, as you could possibly find any­ 
where, 
I stopped at a sidewalk cafe along 
the Tiber River, for coffee, and to 
kill time until I should go to St. 
Peters. I walked over, two hours in 
advance of His Holiness appearance, 
only to find thousands there ahead 
Of me. The Piazza fronting the ca­ 
thedral is in tide shape of an ellipse 
ami measures 645 feet at its great­ 
est width, yet it was practically 
packed, at that hour. 
WAS ADOPTED 
As I worked my way through 1 
was literally adopted by a very 
plain but deer little Italian family. 
Sensing I*was an American, bent on 
twking pictures, and with their help, 
I made the front row, near a tem­ 
porary barricade, put up so that 
the farm folk sould have precedence 
directly below the balcony where 
the Pope was to appear. Later, this 
barrier was removed ami in the 
rush, I lost 
my 
little “adopted’’ 
family, but they spotted me later, at 
the tram station, and you would 
have thought us to

friends. Neither of us spoke but a

on a little conversation of our own. 
• First to march up onto the Piazza 
at the top of the steps, at the en­ 
trance to the cathedral, were the 
Military Carabinieri (special mili­ 
tary police, and president’s palace 
k guards). They were decorated with 
gold cords looped across chest ami 
over shoulder, red braid edging their 
navy blue uniforms and down out­ 
side scams of trousers, handsome 
gold-trimmed swords 
hanging 
at 
their side, and Napoleon hats with 
red feather plumes. 
Preceeding them was a military* 
band, in similar uniforms. As they 
took their stations along either side 
of the wide piazza, the costumed 


contingents from the different prov­ 
inces of Italy came in the native 
costumes of their territory, with each 
group holding aloft, proudly, a ban­ 
k er designating their respective dis­ 
trict.

MT HAMILTON, UP) -Observa­ 
tions w high have convinced astron­ 
omers that the “Big Eye” telescope 
on Palomar Mountain has pene­ 
trated twice as far into space as 
previously believed, have been made 
by an American scientist working 
in Australia. 
The assembled facts also indicate 
that the known part of the uni­ 
verse U eight times as large as pre­ 
viously calculated. 
These enormous increases are due 
to a lengthening of the yardstick 
which had been used to measure 
the extreme distances in space. 
BRIGHTNESS BASIS 
Basis of the yardstick was the 
brightness of globular star clusters. 
These are m ind, cottony-appearing 
blobs each containing 50,000 to 100,- 
000 
stars. 
They 
are 
scattered 
throughout the Milky Way and be­ 
yond. 
In these clusters are stars which 
vary in brightness. The variations 
enable astronomers to compute the 
brightness and therefore the dis­ 
tance of these star systems. 
Far 
measurements 
within 
the 
Milky Way, of which the earth and 
the rest of the solar system are a 
tiny part, this yardstick was okay. 
But for the same kinds of clusters 
outside the Milky Way it didn’t 
seem to work. The far-away dusters 
seemed too dim for the brightness 
they were supposed to have. 
MAGELLANIC CLOUDS 
Dr. Gerald E. Kron, of the Uni­ 
versity of California’s lick Observa­ 
tory here, went to Australia where 
ha could observe the Magellanic 
Clouds, little island universes just 
outside the Milky Way. Dr. S. C. B. 
Gascoigne of the Commonwealth ob­ 
servatory there worked with him. 
With the highly refined electronic

SACRAMENTO (JV-You can be 
quiet about it now, Casey Jones, 
Gov. Warren has signed a bill 
into law that says you don’t have 
to sound your locomotive bell or 
whistle at a crossing while on a 
switching operation.

Similarly Dr. Nicholas U. Mayall 
and Dr. O. J. Eggeri of Lick observ­ 
atory examined objects believed to 
be globular clusters near the great 
spiral nebula Andromeda, 750,000 
light years (41i quintillion miles) 
from the earth, and found a like 
discrepancy. 
GROWING SUSPICION 
These findings, 
added 
to 
the 
prowing suspicion of astronomers 
generally as to the accuracy of their 
yardstick, called for a change. 
•The best way out of the difficulty 
was to figure that the cluster» were 
about twice as far away as orginaily 
calculated. The new brightness com­ 
putations then fitted the new dis­ 
tance tables. 
* 
Since the new yardstick must ap­ 
ply to all computations beyond the 
Milky Way, this means, Dr. Kron 
said, that the Palomar 200-inch tel­ 
escope has seen two billion light 
years into space instead of one bil­ 
lion as previously computed. 
It means also that the three com­ 
mon dimensions of the universe — 
height, width and depth—all must 
be doubled, giving a total volume 
eight times as large as before.
